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safety tips for drivers 



As millions of Americans take to the roads 
this summer the Shell Oil Co. has some advice 
for drivers looking for freedom from highway 
accidents.

• Connect one end of the black cable to the 
negative terminal of the good battery and the 
other to an engine bolt head or other piece of 
non-moving metal. 

• Make sure the jumper cables are away 
from moving engine parts. 

• Start the engine with the good battery and 
run it at a moderate speed. 

• Start the engine of the vehicle with the 
dead battery according to your owner's manu- 
al. Once it starts, reduce the engine speed to 
idle. 

• Remove the jumper cables in reverse or- 
der, starting with the black cable from the en- 
gine bolt or metal connection on the car with 
the dead battery.

4. Get out of a skid by taking your foot off 
the gas, and then turning the steering wheel in 
the direction you want the front of the car to go.

Due to the late hour when this 
second agenda item came up, a 
continuation. date was set for July 
13 at the village hall. The subject of 
fees was completely left for that 
meeting. 

Bob Silhan, director of the plan- 
ning, zoning and building depart- 
ment, drafted the proposed amend- 
ments to clarify the regulations and 
reduce the potential for conflict. 

Silhan said; " The Village of Anti- 
och shall be the sole determiner of 
whether or not an annexation agree- 
ment is required." 

He went on to outline the 
specifics stating that annexation 
agreements must have an effective 
time frame and that the village board 
of directors may impose a lesser time 
frame than. that allowed by state 
statute (65 ILCS 5/11-15.1-1) at its 
discretion. 

Silhan clarified that the village is 
under no obligation to annex any 
parcel. He said, "This may include 
parcel specifically designated as rec- 
ommended for annexation by the 
comprehensive plan based upon a 
specific proposed plan, time frame, 
growth control or other issues." 

Additionally, the village will not 
consider annexation requests for 
property whichis not contiguous to 
its corporate limits. "We do encour- 
age interested parties to come in as 
part of a joint petition so that there is 
contiguity. This is the way it should 
be done." 

With regard to the east sub-area, 
which includes some of the most en- 
vironmentally sensitive land in 
north-central Lake County, all an- 



nexation agreements for this area 
will include a requirement that spec- 
ifies the same density onintensity of 
development as indicated in the 
comprehensive plan in existence at 
the time of the petition to annex, and 
as, approved by ordinance and 
recorded with Lake County. 

Under the E-l special uses 
clause, the proposed change stipu- 
lates that annexation would be sub- 
ject to the limitation that there be no 
net density transfer or variation in 
the minimum lot area/ 

Under the E-l lot size clause, 
greater than minimum lot sizes will 
be imposed in areas where the com- 
prehensive plan calls for larger lot 
sizes. 

- Reading from the proposal, Sil- 
han said, "For the agriculture/estate 
land use category there shall be min- 
imum lot sizes of 5 acres, and a lot 
width at the building line of not less 
than 300 feet. For the country estate 
category there shall be a minimum 
lot size of 3 acres, and a lot width at 
the building line of not less than 150 
feet." 

These lot sizes are to be part of 
the annexation agreement. Addi- 
tionally, when property is to be resi- 
dentially developed, the proposal is 
to be presented as a P.U.D. (planned 
unit development). 

During public comment, resi- 
dent Marv Raymond thanked Silhan 
forhis work addressing the issue and 
• said, "We (Raymond and his wife 
Linda) don't want to see the area di- 
vided up into small parcels." 

Susan Peterson added, "We 
want to keep the areas with the prop- 
er flavor."

4. Get out of a skid by taking your foot off 
the gas, and then turning the steering wheel in 
the direction you want the front of the car to go. 
This not only helps straighten the car out, but 
also can help regain traction. 

5. In case of a blow-out, know what to ex- 
pect. If the front tire blows, the vehicle will pull 
hard to die side of the blow-out. Don't hit the 
brakes. Hang on to the wheel tightly with your 
hands in the 9 o'clock and 3 o'clockposition, 
take your foot off the gas and concentrate on 
staying in your lane. Then slow down and pull 
off the road to a safe location. If the back tire 
blows, the rear of the car will weave back and 
forth. But you should handle it the same way. 

6. If you see an accident and want to stop 
to help, pass well beyond the wreck before sig- 
naling and pulling off the road. This keeps you 
from blocking the view of emergency vehicles 
and gives emergency crews room to work. Also, 
turn on your emergency flashers and raise your 
hood to call attention to yourself. 

7. When traveling with children, keep in 
mind that the safest place for them is the back 
seat.This keeps them far from the impact in a 
head-on collision and away from the passen- 
ger-side air bag. And always use seatbelts. 



8. Remember. the 8-80 rule for kids: Chil- 
dren are usually big enough for seat belts when 
they are 8 years old and weigh 80 pounds. Oth- 
erwise, use child-safety seats. 

9. Trucks need room to maneuver, so give 
them some space. Stay 100 or 250 behind the 
trailer. Don'tpass on the right or cut in front of 
trucks, and stay out of their blind spots. If you . 
can't see the truck driver's face in the side mir- 
rors, the truck driver can't see you. 

10. If you are .changing lanes, don't rely 
solely on your rear-and side-view mirrors. 
There are probably blind spots in your own car, 
so it's a good idea to quickly turn and visually 
check for other vehicles next to you before 
pulling over.

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g text changes

The combined planning and 
zoning board began looking at pro-, 
posed text changes to the regulations 
governing annexation and annexa- 
tion agreements. The impetus for 
this proposal is the public comment 
that came from the annexation hear- 
ings for the Archdiocese and Peder- 
sens' properties, 

Due to the late hour when this 
second agenda item came up, a 
continuation.date was set for July 
13 at the village hall. The subject of 
fees was completely left for that 
meeting. 

Bob Silhan, director of the plan- 
ning, zoning and building depart- 
ment, drafted the proposed amend- 
ments to clarify the regulations and 
reduce the potential for conflict. 

Silhan said; "The Village of Anti- 
och shall be the sole determiner of 
whether or not an annexation agree- 
ment is required." 

He went on to outline the 
specifics stating that annexation 
agreements must have an effective 
time frame and that the village board 
of directors may impose a lesser time 
frame than, that allowed by "state 
statute (65 ILCS 5/11-15.1-1) at its 
discretion. 

Silhan clarified that the village is 
under no obligation to annex any 
parcel. He said, "This may include 
parcel specifically designated as rec- 
ommended for annexation by the 
comprehensive plan based upon a 
specific proposed plan, time frame, 
growth control or other issues." 

Additionally, the village will not 
consider annexation requests for 
property which'is not contiguous to 
its corporate limits. "We do encour- 
age interested parties to come in as 
part of a joint petition so that there is 
contiguity. This Is the way it should 
be done." 

With regard to the east sub-area, 
which includes some of the most en- 
vironmentally sensitive land in 
north-central Lake County, all an- 



nexation agreements for this area 
will include a requirement that spec- 
ifies the same density or intensity, of 
development as indicated in the 
comprehensive plan in existence at 
the time of the petition to annex, and 
as approved by ordinance and 
recorded with Lake County. 

Under the E-l special uses 
clause, the proposed change stipu- 
lates that annexation would be sub- 
ject to the limitation that there be no 
net density transfer or variation in 
the minimum lot area. 

Under the E-l lot size clause, 
greater than minimum lot sizes will 
be imposed in areas where the com- 
prehensive plan calls for larger; lot 
sizes. 

Reading from the proposal, Sil- 
han said, "For the agriculture/estate 
land use category there shall be min- 
imum lot sizes of 5 acres, and a lot 
width at the building line of not less 
than 300 feet. For the country estate 
category there shall be a minimum 
lot size of 3 acres, and a lot width at 
the building line of not less than 150 
feet" 

These lot sizes are to be part of 
the annexation agreement. Addi- 
tionally, when property is to be resi- 
dentially developed, the proposal is 
to be presented as a P.U.D. (planned 
unit development). 

During public comment, resi- 
dent Marv Raymond thanked Silhan 
for his work addressing the issue and 
said, "We (Raymond and his wife 
Linda) don't want to see the area di- 
vided up into small parcels." 

Susan Peterson added, "We 
want to keep the areas with the prop- 
er flavor." 

Elmer Van' Haecke ]t. asked to 
what extent the village plans annex 
property and expand. Village attor- 
ney Ken Clark answered, "Property 
owners come to us looking for an- 
nexation. It's not the other way." 

Resident Marianne Guy ex- 
pressed mixed gratitude and re- 
morse. "I wish this proposal had 
been in effect with the Homer White 
property," she said.

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these crimes are property crimes — burglary, 
larceny/ theft, motor vehicle theft and arson. 

The R-index decreased by4.5percentfrom 
263 crimes in'1998 to 251 crimes in 1999. All 
four violent crimes stayed the same or went 
down. 

Antioch Police Chief Charles Watkins said, 
"We've been very aggressive in filing and main- 
taining grants. We've received $250,000 in fed- 
eral grants, including money for community 
policing, which has allowed us to hire more of- 
ficers both for patrols and for use in other spe- 
cific areas. We reduced crime in Antioch about 
32 percent in the last three years." 

There were no murders in either 1998 or 
1999. Rape went down from one to zero, as did 
robbery. Assault decreased by 60 percent with 
numbers going down from five to two. 

With the exception of arson, all property 
crimes decreased. Burglary dropped 26.5 per- 
cent from 15 to 11. Larceny decreased 1.1 per- 
cent from 233 to 230, and auto theft went down 



from eight to three or 62.5 percent 

Arson, the only R-index crime to increase in 
Antioch, went from zero in 1998 to three in 1999. 

The I-UCR program was implemented in 
1972. The Illinois State Police was given the re- 
sponsibility to act as the central repository for 
collecting crime statistics. , 

Under the current reporting program, par- 
ticipating agencies submit a monthly total of 
crime index offenses. When more than one of- 
fense occurs during a single incident, only the 
most serious offense is reported undercurrent 
practices. 

The program is exploring methods to facil- 
itate a reporting structure that would permit 
the collection of more detailed information on 
multiple crimes which occur during a single in- 
cident. 

The Illinois State Police caution against di- 
rect agency-to-agency comparisons as the re- 
sults could be misleading unless demographic 
differences are taken into account.

claims that 25 percent of the gamblers traipsing 
to Kenosha would be from Illinois. Developers 
of the proposed casino estimate 17,000 people 
per weekday and 26,000 per weekend will visit 
the facility. 

The report cited by Riedl was conducted by 
Dr. Ron Pavolko, who is involved with the Cen- 
ter for Family Studies at the University of Wis- 
consin-Parkside in Kenosha County. 

"The proposed casino is going to draw more 
people with spendable money," stated Riedl. "If 
Lake County residents start shifting their spend- 
ing money to Kenosha, both the county and the 
state will suffer from the impact." 

"The hospitality industry in Lake County 
would be dramatically affected, particularly 
small businesses," he stressed, pointing out 
that Illinois communities with riverboat casi- 
nos have already realized a decrease in dispos- 
able income. 

Don Tiffany, president of the Tavern Own- 
er's Assoc, agreed. He mentioned that tavern 
and restaurant owners in the Chain O' Lakes 
area would suffer the effects even more because 
they only have the summer months to "make 
it." 

With an entertainment complex that is ex- 
pected to be three times larger than anything 
like it in Illinois, Lake County business owners 
have cause to be wary. Along with the casino, 
the plan calls for 123 surrounding acres to be 
developed with a water park, golf course, health 
spa, conference center and three hotels. 

. Another fear expressed by Tiffany was the 
inherent migration of local employees who 
would most likely find bigger bucks working at 
the casino complex. 

"A casino can afford to pay higher salaries 
because of the revenue it draws," said Riedl. "In 
an unprecedented time of low unemployment, 
the casino will woo Illinois residents, further 
deteriorating smaU businesses in Lake County." 

Not to mention the fact that taxes on the 
casino wages would fall into Wisconsin cof- 
fers—not Illinois. The same is true of die ever- 
dependable local sales tax that the county and 
its municipalities rely on. 

A rather disturbing projection from the re- 
port received by the ILBA indicated that the 
proposed casino would create 5,600 new com- 
pulsive gamblers in Lake County alone. 

Along with this "disease" comes the side ef- 
fects of increased suicide, alcoholism, drunk 
driving, family violence and other crimes, said 
Riedl. 

"Wisconsin will be throwing back a lot of 
responsibility to Lake County to take care of 
these social problems," he said. 

The Kenosha News reported a Wisconsin 
study that showed casinos responsible for al- 
most $51 million in annual societal costs due to 
"crime generated because of their existence."

did not appear to be rattled by the impending 
possibilities. A spokesperson for the Chamber 
said that the issue has not been addressed by its 
board of directors "as of yet." 

Several members of the Lake County Board 
were contacted, however none have responded 
to Lakeland Newspaper's inquiries at this time. 

According to Tiffany, U.S. Congressmen 
Philip Crane (R-Palatine) and John Porter (R- 
Waukegan) have indicated their opposition to 
the casino proposal that is currently in com- 
mittee in the Bureau of Indian Affairs.

The 
Dept. of the Interior oversees the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs. The casino will need the approval 
of both the bureau and Wisconsin Gov. Tommy 
Thompson to become a done deal and critics 
are already speculating that Thompson will give 
it his blessing. 

Tiffany and Riedl are urging county busi- 
ness owners to contact the congressmen with 
their concerns. 

"If Gov. Thompson is so interested in this 
casino for his state, I highly recommend he 
move away from the border and quit having a 
negative impact on Illinois residents for the 
benefit of Wisconsin!" Riedl said.

Student travels to nation's capital 

Jensen experiences government first-hand

Antioch Community High School student 
Kristen Jensen traveled to Washington, D.C. for 
a week to participate in the Presidential Class- 
room Scholars Program. 

Jensen, along with 300 other high school 
juniors and seniors, spent time meeting with 
government leaders and learning about the de- 
mocratic process first-hand.

"At the end of each session, there was 



about 45 minutes we could use to ask ques- 
tions," she said. "One of the main things they 
talked about was the gas price issue." Another 
topic which often came up, Jensen said, was 
trade relations with Cuba and China. 

"We also would break off into groups of 40 
then further into groups of 20 and debate an is- 
sue," Jensen added. "This was always interest- 
ing and sometimes the debates became a little 
heated!" 

Jensen said the best part of the trip was get- 
ting to meet people from different parts of the 
country and learning about their different 
views. 

"Students from southern California; and- 
Florida had a lot of differing views on immigra- 
tion than the people from Wyoming," Jensen 
said about one difference she discovered. 

To be selected for the trip, Jensen had to 
write an essay and then be interviewed by the 
two organizations sponsoring the trip; the An- 
tioch Rotary and the Antioch High School's Se- 
quoit Pride. 

"The Rotary Club must really be thanked 
because I think they donated close to $900 for 
the trip," she said. "I was very lucky because a 
lot of the people there had to pay for the entire 
trip." 

Jensen said she wanted to go on the trip be- 
cause she is interested in the law profession.

Allow me to quote an old adage: "The 
prodigal son returns." 
This'is true of Libertyville High 
School graduate and renowned 
sports writer Don Weiskopf, who will appear 
at the Libertyville Civic Center on July 15 from 
10:30 a. m. -noon for a signing session of his 
new book "Baseball Play America." 

Weiskopf was born in Libertyville in 1928. 
He graduated from Rockland Elementary and 
was a member of the graduating class of 1946 
at Libertyville High School; 

Weiskopf then left Libertyville for Cham- 
paign-Urbana as he graduated with a bache- 
lor's degree in physical education and his 
master's degree in recreation and park ad- 
ministration from the University of Illinois. 

Throughout all of this, Weiskopf was a 
pretty good southpaw pitcher. He had a 
promising careerbefore a severe shoulder in- 
jury with Oklahoma City of the Texas League 
cut it short in the early 1950s. 

Weiskopf moved to EI Dorado Hills, Cali- 
fornia, a suburb of Sacramento; with his wife 
Annegrete in 1963, where they still reside. He 
then became a coordinator and instructor of 
recreation and studies at American River Col- 
lege for 27 years before his retirement in 1993. 

Weiskopf has authored 15 books on 
sports and recreation, two of which were co- 
authored with former Brooklyn and Los An- 
geles Dodgers manager Walter Alston. 

His most recent work, "Baseball Play 
America" Is the culmination of a five-year 
, study involving seven national surveys, includ- 
• ing input from over 2000 coaches, admlnistra- 
: tors and members of the news media. 

The 456-page book outlines Weiskopfs

baseball, from professional leagues on down. 
\ I "I've received some positive responses 
from various baseball personnel like [MLBPA

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Entertainment & Leisure 








ByBRENDABEITSCHER 
Staff Reporter 





breakfasts provide 

an escape from 

the bustle of

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ow far do you have to go to "get away from it all?" The solitude of 
a quiet day in the country, a cozy evening by the fire, and a 
cheerful breakfast served by caring hands may be no farther 
away than the distance normally driven to get to a noisy/crowd- 
ed shopping mall. Let's visit some area bed and breakfast inns. 

A mere "stone's throw" from the wild excitement of Great America" 
amusement park and the frantic scurrying of Gurnee Mills outlet mall there 

is a secret garden of respite 
from the hustle and hassle 
of everyday life. 

On a winding gravel 
road, away from the roar- 
ing traffic at 15937 W. 
Washington Street in 
Gurnee, there is Sweet 
Basil Hill Farm, The simple 
white clapboard house, 
nestled among 7 1/2 acres 
— of trees and fields, is set so 
far back from the road that guests feel as if transported to a home in rural 
New England. 

The name is not one of those fictions developers create, such as "Oak 
Ridge Harbor" where there is neither oak, nor ridge, nor harbor. Every part 
of the name of this quiet inn is meaningful. 

' '"Ten years ago, when we were naming the inn, we were in our kitchen, 
with some sweet basil," recalled 
innkeeper Bob Jones. "It is a 
sensuous herb, and it repre- 
sents good fellowship." The 
house, built in the 1950s by 
Jesse Hyatt,' a former mayor of 
Ijbertyville, sits atop a hill. The 
hill kept the house safe during 
the recent flooding rains. 

As for the "farm," the popu- 
lation of the homestead in- 
cludes 28 sheep, two llamas, a 
"fainting goat," a pot-bellied pig 
named Priscillaand Sniffles the 
cat. 

"We had a ram, which 
caused our flock to once reach a 
high of 52 sheep," 
Jones said. 

If animals don't charm you, 
the peaceful warmth of the inn 
will. Bob and Ten Jones have 
created a sanctuary comprised 
of three suites and a guest- 
house. AH have'private baths.

She plays well opposite the 
animated leads. 

The only problem with the ••' 
movie is that it isn't funny— at all. 

De Niro outshone Billy Crystal 
in comedic abilities in last year's 
Analyze This. While he is a perfect 
looking Fearless Leader, there is 
nothing laughable in the material 
no matter how it is delivered or by 
whom. 

None of the double en tend res, 
puns or quick wit of the early '60s 
television shorts are carried over to 
the movie. The television segments 
of Rocky and Bullwinkle (which 
couldn't have been more than 10 
minutes long given they were fea- 
tured with other shorts like Fractured 
Fairy Tales and Peabody and Sher- 
man) packed more belly busters in a 
few short minutes than this movie 
. did in its entire torturous 1 hour and 
32 minutes of viewing time. 

Even cameo performances 
from Janeane Garofalo, John Good- 
man and Whoopi Goldberg don't 
help this film. 

Humorous moments are limit- 
ed to forgotten-about references to 
the old show such as the fall in 
Frostbite Falls flows into Veronica 
Lake. 

In a television interview, 
Alexander bragged that the movie

had as many special effects as Star 
Wars. While effects work for the 
sake of effects in a mo vie like The 
Matrix, they do not work here. Actu- 
ally, one would be hard pressed to 
find something more stunning than 
what was done to pair animation 
and live actors in Mary Poppins. 
Roger Rabbit has this movie beat 
hands down. 

The television show didn't need 
fancy animation because it had great 
writing. Likewise, some of the funni- 
est animated shows being produced 
today are not carried on their anima- 
tion. Animation doesn't carry this 
movie, and mere is no support being 
offered from the writing. 

Small children who like any- 
thing animated, and who would be 
too young to understand any of the 
typical Rocky and Bullwinkle hu- 



mor (had director Des McAnuff 
opted to include any) will probably 
enjoy this movie. 

Casting is the only aspect of the 
film deserving of high marks. Russo 
is outstanding as Natasha. She 
looks and sounds exactly as one 
would expect of the crossover char- 
acter. Alexander bumbles suffi- 
ciently as Boris, and De Niro looks 
every bit as evil as Fearless Leader 
warrants. The voices of Rocky June 
Foray) and Bullwinkle (Keith Scott) 
are fitting.

Developers, permitting agencies, 
village engineers and county resi- 
dents alike will now be able to track 
the amount of rainfall that occurs in 
the county by cruising, the Lake 
County Stormwater Management 
Commission's (SMC) web site. 

According to SMC engineering 
technician Perry Danler, real-time 
rain data collected from SMC's rain 
gauge network will be available on 
the agency's Internet homepage to 
viewers who use the data when mon- 
itoring sanitary sewer flows, or when 
calculating detention and flooding 
potential in developing sites. The In- 
formation can also be used for gener- 
al flood awareness in local communi- 
ties, said Danler. 

"We know now in the future that 
we can look into problematic areas 
and create plans to address those 
problems," commented Danler, who 
is in charge of the installation, opera- 
tion and maintenance of the five 
SMC rain gauges scattered through- 
out the region. 

The gauges are used to electroni- 
cally calculate rainfall amounts in 5 - 
minute intervals that are conveyed, 
through telephone lines, to Danler's 



desk where the Information Js dis- 
seminated. Danler said the next step 
Is to automatically download the data 
to the web site on a daily basis, as well 
as an hourly basis while it is raining.

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SRACLC putting $45,000 in grant money to good use

Residents who use the services of the SRA- 
CLC are seeing government dollars at work. 

The grant money was used to buy a 15- 
passenger mini-bus. The bus can holdup to 
five wheelchairs and will be used for youth, 
adult and senior programming. 

The $45,000 Illinois First grant, award- 
ed to the Special Recreation Association of, 
Central Lake County (SRACLC) was spon- 
sored by Illinois State Sen. Terry Link (D- 



Vernon Hills). 

"We started pursuing the grant probably 
a year ago last winter," SRACLC Director 
John Buckner said. "We had to go through 
various approvals, and see if the project was 
still valid. Then last month we received the 
new bus." 

The bus is the third addition to SRACLC's 
fleet. 

"It is obviously hard for them to obtain that 
amount of funding," Sen. Link said about why 
he awarded the grant to SRACLC. "I saw the 
need the agency had and indicated that it 



would be used in a positive manner." 

Buckner explained that the transportation 
allows the agency to pick up and drop off dis- 
abled individuals that might not otherwise be 
able to attend their programs. The buses are a 
vital part of their programming. 

"We use them every day in the summer 
and five days out of six in the winter," he said. 
"The extra transportation allows us to expand 
our programming," 

"Thinkof us just likea park district with all 
those types of programs," Buckner said. "But, 
we work for individuals with disabilities," 



Last year, SRACLC had over 350 people 
participate in its various programs, 

SRACLC, founded in 1976 and based out of 
Vernon Hills, is an organization formed by 
Member Agencies to provide, community 
based Therapeutic Recreation services to indi- 
viduals with disabilities and their families. The 
Grayslake Community Park District, 
Mundelein Park and Recreation District, Ver- 
non Hills Park District, Village of Indian Creek, 
Village of Lake Zurich, Village of Libertyville, 
and the Village of Lincolnshire are all Member 
Agencies of SRACLC.

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per dollar will be collected. 

Haga sees the suspension as a political 
move that will hurt the consumers and dealers 
in the long run. 

"The state dropped the 5 percent because 
it is an election year," stated Haga. "I would 
rather see our legislators put pressure on the oil 
companies." 

"Once the November elections are over 
we're all going to see BOHICA — bend over 
here it comes again!" he stressed, noting that 
the state still collects a 19 cents per gallon mo- 
tor fuel tax, and collects the 18.3 cents federal 
gas tax as well. 

State Senator Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) 
stated that Illinois is one of eight states that 
chargesasales tax on top of motorfuel taxes re- 
sulting in a "tax on a tax." She is hoping the six 
month suspension of the state tax will become 
permanent, claiming that revenues can be 
made up with the additional sales tax generat- 
ed by items purchased in gas station mini- 
marts. 

Haga, who said he lost over 1 1 ,700 gallons 
of sold gasoline to competitors last month, 
pointed out that Amoco sets the gas prices for 
its commissioned marketers, making it some- 
what difficult to compete with non-commis- 
sioned dealers who can set their own prices. 




panysets. 

"I lose between $140 to $1 60 per month on 
gasoline theft alone," said Haga who is a strong 
proponent of pre-paid pumps. "Amoco does 
not reimburse me for the thefts." 

Haga concluded by saying the gas sta- 
tion cashiers get the "brunt" of the price 
changes. 

"It's not their fault that the prices are high, 
yet customers continuously take it out on the 
cashiers," he said. 

Politicians on bandwagon 

With the six-month suspension of the 5 per- 
cent state gas tax, more state officials are jump- 



ingon the bandwagon to try and alleviate the ef- 
fects of high gas prices on Illinois consumers. 

U.S. Senator Peter Fitzgerald (R-IUinois) Is 
pushing for a crunch of the 18.3 cents per gal- 
lon federal gas tax. 

He is lookingfor Congressional approval of a 
150-day suspension of the federal motor fuels tax. 

Secretary of State Jesse White an- 
nounced the deadline extension of vehicle 
registrations to July 14 in an effort to cush- 
ion the impact of high gas prices on Illi- 
nois motorists. Owners of vehicles with a 
June 30 expiration date now have until 
midnight of July 14 to procure a renewed 
registration. 



State Senator Adeline Geo-Karis (R-

signs Senate Bill 1310 into law. Already 
in effect, new law temporarily repeals 
the state's 5 percent sales tax on gaso- 
line. State claims are that motorists 
should expect between an eight and 10- 
cent savings per gallon at the pump. 

"One customer came into our Grayslake 
station last week, looked across the street at 
the lower Marathon prices and walked out. I 
don't blame him one bit," said Haga. 

He maintained that credit card fees on 
non-fuel items, along with fuel theft are items 
that induce station dealers to inflate their 
prices beyond the price that the parent com-

"The program still needs some fine tuning," 
he admitted, noting that he hopes to have a to- 
tal of 15 to 18 gauges operating within the next 
three years. 

Originally, the five gauges were owned and 
operated by the U.S. Geological Survey (USGS) 
which has a system of stream and rain gauges 
throughout the county. 

Danler said the SMC decided that it would 
be more cost effective "as a county agency" to 
own and operate its own gauges instead of pay- 
ing the USGS for its sites. "We are not trying 
to take over USGS. We are Just trying to main- 
tain a stable rainwater gauge system county- 
wide, and we would like to put the gauges 



where they most benefit the communities," he 
explained. 

As of now, SMC's gauge network includes 
the Diamond Lake, Old Mill Creek and Wau- 
conda waste water treatment plants, and the 
Highland Park and Lake Zurich public works 
buildings. Highland Park, Lake Zurich and 
Wauconda currently pay for the telephone and 
electrical needs of their gauges through cost- 
share agreements, 

Danler said SMC will soon be adding new 
gauges at a cost of $1,500 each to the Vemon 
Hills and Waukegan public works buildings. A 
third new gauge is to be installed in the north- 
west corner of the county, but the exact loca- 
tion has not been determined as of yet.

Sometimes you are in belter 
shape than you think you are. 
That's why it's important to con- 
sult a professional before ruling 
out a home of your own, as one 
reader learned when The Meyers 
Report took her question to an 
expert. 

Q. I am a single, divorced par- 
ent with two children. My yearly 
household income is $28,000. Is 
it possible for me to buy a home 
and, if so, what type of resources 
are out there to help me? Would 
1 qualify for an FHA mortgage 
loan or a first time home buyers 
program? Where do I go to find 
financing and what do 1 ask? I 
filed Jor bankruptcy in 1998, 
which was released in July, 
J 998. I already have started 
rebuilding my credit rating and 
have never been late with paying 
my rent, utilities, miscellaneous 
bills or car notes. I have paid off 
three cars on time, as well as all 
of my past loans. 1 have a 401k 
plan that is fully vested, and can 
take money out to buy a home. 

A. You are not in as bad shape as 
you may think. 

"Based on the information in 
your letter, you are a good candidate 
for an FHA loan," said Jon Nichols 
of- Home Loan Corporation. 'The 
FHA loan is designed for first time 
home buyers and borrowers with 
less than perfect credit." 

FHA wants an bankruptcy to be 



two years in the past, and will 
look at how you have gone about 
re-establishing your credit rating. 
With this loan program you can ' 
use alternative forms of credit, 
such as utility, residential tele- 
phone and car insurance pay- 
ment history to demonstrate your 
ability to pay your bills. 

When qualifying you for a 
mortgage loan, FHA calculates 
two ratios: front end and back 
end. The first is your gross 
monthly income multiplied by 
29 percent. Based on the infor- 
mation you have supplied, that 
works out to about $665, which 
is the approximate monthly 
housing payment for which you 
would qualify. The second is a 
total debt to income ratio and is 
found by multiplying your 
gross monthly income by 41 
percent, then subtracting all 
your monthly installment loan 
payments. The result is your 
total housing payment. 

The lender also is going to 
want to know how much money 
is available for a down pay- 
ment, closing costs and reserves 
for an escrow account. FHA 
requires a 3 percent down pay- 
ment, and has specific guide- 
lines for what closing costs a 
borrower can and cannot pay. 
The seller or the lender pays the 
fees a buyer cannot under the 
FHA guidelines.

Fourth of July car crash kills two 

Mundelein— The Mundelein Police Department is in- 
vestigating the involvement.of alcohol in a fatal car acci- 
dent that killed two Mundelein residents in the early morn- 
ing of July 4. 

At about 3 a.m. on July 4, a 1993 Lincoln Mark VIII was 
traveling southbound on Rte. 45 at a high rate of speed. 
Near Edgemont St, the driyer,.Erick Marban, 20, apparent- 
ly lost control of the vehicle. 

The car hit a gaurdrail.on Rte. 45. This sent the car 
through a chainlink fence and into a ravine. The car then 
went airborne and struck a tree. 

Marban and back seat passenger Richard Skrzypinskl, 
20, were pronounced dead at the scene. The front seat pas- 
senger, SaraBuchholz, a 19-year-old Mundelein resident 
from the 500 block of Dublin Dr., escaped with minor.in- 
. juries. She was taken to Condell Hospital in Libertyville and 
later released. 

Police said Buchhalz was the only one who was wearing 
a seat belt. 

Charges filed in wake of fatal accident 

Wauconda— A Rock Island truck driver faces charges 
following a three-vehicle accident at Fairfield Rd. and Rte. 
176 near Wauconda. . 

Jeffrey Avey, 25, who works for a Bettendorf, Iowa truck- 
ing firm, faces charges of driving while commercial license 
suspended. A pickup truck driven by Salvador Alvarado, 26, 
of Round Lake, struck the semitrailer, as it went through a 
red light, police sad. Alvarado was pronounced dead at the 
scene. The accident took place just before 11 a.m. June 29. 

Avey's truck was carrying sacks of dry cement. 

Alvarado died from fracture of the neck and back, ac- \ 
cording to Lake County Coroner Barbara Richardson. 

Rapist sentenced to over eight years 

Round Lake Beach— Lake County Circuit Judge Ray- 
mond J. McKoski sentenced Donald Bellson, 52, of 318 Bet- 
ty in Park City, to eight and a half years in the Illinois De- 
partment of Corrections on charges of criminal sexual as- 
sault. 

On the evening of March 6, Bellson used a key to get 
into a home at the 900 Block of Oakwood in Round Lake 
. Beach. There he raped his girlfriend's mother, Round Lake 
Beach Police said. 

According to the Asst. State's Attorney Shanes, Bellson 
left evidence behind, which led to his conviction: Invest!- * 
gators found a few of Bellson's personal items, including 
a coat and eyeglasses, at the victim's home. Investigators 
also obtained DNA evidence. Although the victim was un- 
able to see the attacker clearly, she recognized his voice. 

Right for life called after car accident 

Round Lake Beach — Flight for Life rescue officials 
were forced to land a helicopter on Rollins Rd. July 1 to 
transport 27 year-old Anna Saenz of Round Lake Beach to 
Lutheran General Hospital in Park Ridge. 

Saenz had been a passenger in a Chevrolet Nova, which 
struck a 1995 Ford Windstar van, driven by 45 year-old Gin- 
ger Tucibat of Round Lake Park. 

According to police , Tucibat had attempted to cross 
Rollins from Hainesville Rd. on her way to Wal-mart. While 
in the intersection, the Nova, driven by 40 year-old Jesus L. 
Palacios of Round Lake Beach struck her vehicle. The van 
then struck a 1995 Cougar, driven by 37 year-old Diana C. 
KuperofGurnee. 

According to Officer Mike Scott, Saenz did not sustain 
serious injuries. 

Round Lake Beach Police cited Tucibat, driver of the 
van, with failure to yield. 

Brainerd property may be rented out 

LlbertyviUe— Libertyville and Vemon Hills High 
School District 128 officials may rent out classrooms at the 
Brainerd building to pay for needed repairs at the campus. 

Libertyville High School currently uses the land for ath- 
letic events and students utilize locker rooms on the site.

Southern view needs 
hearing on Rte. 55 bug 

Rte. 53 zealots in the public sector and private citizens frustrat- 
ed over being caught in the daily gridlock snarl tend to forget 
that the controversial highway plan, both heralded and 
damned at the same time, has a southern end. 

Geography, to be sure, shapes views on the northern end of the 
proposed extension, variously seen as a toll road or expressway. Our 
editorial perspective and the views of public interest groups like the 
Farm Bureau and chambers of commerce, politicians, thousands of 
motorists, plus professional planners being paid by the toll authority 
and department of transportation, are looking south. 

A much different view of the proposed $2 billion project presents 
itself when looking north. For one thing, the pressure to "do some- 
thing" about relieving traffic congestion is much less on the south 
end, meaning north Cook County and the City of Chicago. If there is 
any interest at all among our neighbors to the south in what's happen- 
ing in Lake County, it's probably either benign or bemused. Certainly 
It's anything but a crisis as highway building eager beavers and shrill 
big city media voices would have us believe. 

Therein lies the problem Rte. 53 supporters have ignored or 
haven't yet considered. 

We up north talk about Rte. 53 knifing through the county's heart- 
land from Lake-Cook Rd. to a point south of Grayslake as a trans- 
portation issue. On the south end, leaders see the Rte, 53 extension in 
social and economic terms. And what they see isn't pretty from their 
viewpoint. A new north-side corridor will continue the dislocation of 
Chicagoans, contribute further to city decay and drain Cook County 
humans and resources. That's the social side. In economic terms, 
there will be continued redistribution of Chicago and Cook County 
wealth to Lake County. Sociologists have used the expression "sucking 
the life out of the city" to describe the impact any new major highway 
corridors would have on Chicago. 

Consider the transportation, social and economic impacts of the 
study group's second option: widening Rtes. 83, 45, 21, 12, and seg- 
ments of the Tri-State Tollway plus building bypasses around Liber- 
tyville and Mundelein. 

From both north and south perspectives, the alternatives to Rte. 
53 will be positive for improving transportation. Since the character 
of the existing corridors already is in place, the social impact of the al- 
ternatives would be negligible, if noticeable at all. The economic im- 
pact on both ends would be win-win. The improved roadways would 
be a guarantee for moving people from the suburbs to the job-rich 
city, thus maintaining the historic city-suburb relationship and inter- 
dependence. 

We have a hunch that the negative social and economic impact 
that a Rte. 53 extension would impose on the City of Chicago and its 
immediate environs hasn't gone unnoticed by astute central city 
politicians and policy shapers. Gov. George Ryan's continued disinter- 
est in tollway expansion in Illinois could well stem from the realiza- 
tion that the southern end has a vested interest, a big interest, in how 
highway improvements take shape, too. An interest, by the way, that 
must be recognized alike by government and business interests. 

At mid-year, Rte. 53 Lake County partisans both in and out of gov- 
ernment appear to be taking a "shoot the moon" approach with little 
or no regard to the attractive options outlined by the Lake County , (l 
Transportation Improvement Project (LCTIP). Could this be a lpst (i:) . , 
gasp Tor Rte. 53? \ 

Members of the Lake County Board would take a big step toward 
driving a nail in the Rte. 53 coffin by taking a firm stand against the ex- 
tension by voting on the issue at an early dale. Eleven members al- ; i 
ready have signed a letter to the governor opposing the extension. At 
the same time, their support for alternative route upgrades as out- 
lined by LCTIP could trigger a new era for county transportation. 

In our mind, that would be having our cake and eating it, too. 
Count on support for the LCTIP options from our southern neighbors.

Re: Stormwater Management Commission and Fox Waterway Agency 



I noted the comments in your 
column about the litigation 
filed by the Lake County 
Stormwater Management 
Commission (SMC) against the Fox 
Waterway Agency (FWA). 1 am the 
attorney for the FWA, and wanted 
to respond with a few comments of 
my own, which do not necessarily 
reflect the opinions of the Board of 
Directors or staff of the agency. I 
also write these comments on my 
own time, and without compensa- 
tion from the Agency. 



First and foremost, the flooding 
experienced this week shows the 
need for SMC and FWA to work to- 
gether. Only with cooperative ef- 
forts can the problems inherent 
with sediment-filled lakes and over- 
developed floodplains be addressed 
and solved by the governmental 
units charged with that responsibil- 
ity. It is a sad reflection on die state 
of the matter that SMC adamanUy 
refused to negotiate an intergovern- 
mental agreement that could help 
prevent flooding along the Fox and 



its lakes with FWA unless and until 
FWA bowed to their interpretation 
of the Rivers, Lakes and Streams 
Act. This act contains the statutes 
that established the FWA and which 
allowed the Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources (IDNR) to dele- 
gate authority over building pro- 
jects in the floodplain (but not the 
lakebed) to their commission. 

The crux of the dispute involves 
a fairly clear legal question: Under 
this Act, the IDNR is given the di- 
rection by the legislature to regulate 



building in floodplains and flood- 
ways. It is also authorized to dele- 
gate that authority to county agen- 
cies in the collar counties. That Is 
where SMC received its powers. On 
the other hand, there is a separate 
section of the Rivers, Lakes and 
Streams Act which gives the IDNR 
the sole power to regulate building 
on the lakebeds and riverbeds. The 
Act does not permit this power to 
be delegated by IDNR to any other 
governmental agency. 

The geotube project is designed 



to restore Grass Island, which erod- 
ed in the middle of Grass Lake 
many years ago. It is a project on 
the lakebed. FWA has all the per- 
mits necessary for this project from 
the IDNR and the federal govern- 
ment as well. Therefore, the ques- 
tion is why should the FWA be re- 
quired to get a permit from SMC 
when it already has a permit from 
IDNR, since IDNR has the sole 
power to permit projects in the

Dole a big IF 
in U.S. history 



Former Kansas senator Bob 
Dole, while touring Rome 
recently, was asked why he 
was visiting Italy. 

Joked Dole: "I'm still looking for 
a country that needs a president" 

Just last week on two occasions I 
heard this old saying, "If ifs and buts 
were candy and nuts, we'd all have a 
very nice Christmas," 

, But I still can't help feeling iffy 
about the 1996 presidential election 
when the wise and devilishly witty 
Dole certainly deserved more votes 
than the ethically impaired Bill Clin- 
ton. 

We'd now have a regular guy in 
the White House instead of a guy the 
disciplinary committee of his home- 
state Arkansas wants to strip of his 
law license for "dishonesty, deceit, 
fraud and misrepresentation." 

Awarding to the disbarment 
complaint/Clinton, known in 
Arkansas as "Slick Willie," has been 
guilty of behavior that "damages the 
legal profession and demonstrates a 
lack of overall fitness to hold a li- 
cense to practice law." 

Even his fellow lawyers don't 
want Clinton around, yet the Ameri- 
can voters chose him to be our pres- 
ident for eight years.

Here's a great anecdote from the 
book: Harry Truman was known for 
his plain speaking. When he made a 
speech at the Washington Garden 
Club, he kept referring to the "good 
manure" that needed to be used on 
the flowers. Some society women 
complained to his wife, Bess: 
"Couldn't you get the president to 
say 'fertilizer'?" Mrs. Truman replied, 
"Heavens no. It took me 25 years to 
get him to say 'manure.' " 

Dole writes that George Bush 
was a president who always kept his 
ego in check. When told a company 
would be coming out with "presiden- 
tial trading cards" for kids, he said, "I 
don't dare ask how many hundreds of 
George Bush cards you must trade to 
get one Michael Jordan." 

Not in the book is this Dole-ism 
from a few years ago when he visited 
Chicago during a mayoral race in 
which one of Richard Daley's 
! pushover opponents was "Republi- 
can RayWardingley, best known for 
his career as Spanky the Clown. 
Shrugged Dole: 

"I thought all the clowns were in 
the other party." 
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lakebed and since SMC's power Is 
received from 1DNR? 

You suggest that attorneys will 
get rich and that the taxpayers and 
boaters will bear the heavy cost of 
this litigation. That is inaccurate. Le- 
gal costs for both agencies are pro- 
jected to be quite modest SMC's at- 
torney and I have agreed to submit 
stipulations of facts which will allow 
the court to reach the core issue di- 
rectly and quickly. This litigation is 
intended to obtain an answer to our 
client's disagreements on the correct 
interpretation of law and statutes. It 
is not designed to funnel money 
Into our personal accounts. 

Consider, for a moment, how 
many thousands of dollars have 
been spent on design and engineer- 
ing of the geotube. Years of time and 
effort went into it so far, and it's like- 
ly that the construction phase will 
last several more years, even if God 
turns off the rain faucet so the 
agency staff can get to work. This 
project Is actually a pilot project in- 
tended to demonstrate the ability of 
mankind to undo damage it has cre- 
ated over the years. More such pro- 
jects will aid ecological restoration. 
Adding the additional engineering 
review and possible rejection of 
plans by a sister local unit of govern- 
ment Is an expensive proposition. 
Spending a relatively few dollars 
now should make these projects 
much less expensive in the long run. 

Consider also the fact that 
McHenry County is contemplating 
its own stormwater agency and the 
possibility of contradictory rulings 



between the two county agencies. 
Reflect on the fact that nothing FWA 
does with projects like this can pos- 
sibly affect water levels or increase 
flooding, because the Corps of Engi- 
neers and IDNR regulate the water 
levels of the Fox River and Chain 
O'Lakes at the Stratton Locks and 
Dam and at the Algonquin Dam. 

SMC's position would be much 
more understandable if the geotube 
project were capable of impacting 
any floodplain, but due to the dams, 
It simply cannot. Personally, I can- 
not understand why SMC wants to 
require pointless compliance with 
rigid rules that will not and cannot 
provide any meaningful public ben- 
efit. Under these circumstances, the 
FWA board has understood and 
strongly endorsed the necessary liti- 
gation to obtain a ruling from the 
courts on this critical issue. I hope 
this clarifies the real issues and al- 
lows you and your readers to better 
understand what this case is really 
about

"School sponsorship of a reli- 
gious message is impermissible be- 
cause it tells members of the audi- 
ence who are non-adherents that 
they are outsiders." 

How in the world could two atti- 
tudes be so different? There is, of 
course, the simple answer and the • 
more Informative complex answer. 
But, since modem Americans have 
little capacity for information I'll 
give the short answer. We, in our 
20th century, historically illiterate, 
myopic snobbishness, have placed 
people's feelings and things above 
the worship and adoration of God. 

The God of the Bible was re- 
sponsible for establishing this na- 
tion and nearly all our Founders be- 
lieved that the new nation would 
only survive as long as the God of 
the Bible was revered and wor- 
shipped. A few exemplary quotes of 
the thousands that are available fol- 
low: 

"Of all the dispositions and 
habits which lead to political pros- 
perity, religion and morality are In- 
dispensable supports. In vain would 
that man claim the tribute of patrio- 
tism, who should labor to subvert 
these great pillars of human happi- 
ness." 

George Washington, Farewell 
Address. 

"We have staked the whole fu- 
ture of American civilization, not 
upon the power of government, far 



from it. We have staked the future of 
all our political institutions upon the 
capacity of each and all of us to gov- 
ern ourselves, to control ourselves, 
to sustain ourselves according to the 
Ten Commandments of God."

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Dr. doesn't think all distraclible behavior is ADD 



HI Dr. Singer, 

We hove been reading your column 
for a long tune and have read about dis- 
tractibility and ADD/ADHD a lot It 
seems to us that you believe that dls- 
tractiblllty can be caused by other 
things than ADD/ADHD. Do you? SJL 

DearS.Z, 

You have read my columns right! I believe 
the term ADD/ADHD is used as a catchall to 
describe any and all distractibility. The prob- 
lem is that distractible behavior can be 
caused by lots of things. 

First, though, you have to separate what 
ADD/ADHD is from what other kinds of dis- 
tractibility are. ADD/ADHD is a term used by 
the medical and psychological communities 
to describe excessive distractibility. They pre- 
sent it as a medical disorder. I have always be- 
lieved that distractibility existed in kids, but 
have always hesitated to label it a permanent 
medical disorder. I believe that the diagnosis 
of ADD/ADHD is significantly overused and 
over-diagnosed in bur society. I heard a quote 
on the radio the other day estimating that 50 
percent of kids are being prescribed Ritalin or 
some other form of medication for ADD. 
Now, granted, I cannot confirm or deny that 
this figure is correct across the board, howev- 
er, from the number of parents 1 hear from 
who have had medication recommended and 
are refusing it, I can believe those numbers. 

Additionally, I have heard every form of 
behavior blamed on ADD/ADHD. Everything 
from lying, stealing, defiance and nose-pick- 
ing. There are many behaviors that exist that 
are strictly behavior problems and have noth- 
ing whatsoever to do with distractibility at all. 
Many behaviors have more to do with a se- 
vere lack of limits and discipline. Once limits 
and discipline are on track it's amazing how

fast all of these kinds of behaviors disappear, 
, Here is what I think is occurring: I believe 
that real biological distractibility does exist in 
some kids. I believe it exists in about 1-3 per- 
cent of the population. That means out of a 
classroom of 100, 1-3 kids may have it The 
rest of what I have seen is distractibility based 
on other issues. Lack of processing speed, au- 
ditory or visual processing problems, memory 
problems, problems with handling multiple 
levels of information at once, behavioral is- 
sues—never having had the right limits and 
using that behavior to get out of school 
work— the need for attention from adults or 
kids, an out-of control classroom with no 
punishment for out-of-control behavior, an 
out of control home situation. AH of these 
things can produce symptoms that present as 
distractibility. 1 am not a Medical Doctor and 
do not prescribe medication, butl do suc- 
cessfully treat all of the above mentioned is- 
sues to the point that distractibility in my pa- 
tients is reduced significantly if not complete- 
Iy. 

I think that the first sign of distractibility is 
seen by a teacher and then recommendations 
are made fast for medical evaluation for 
ADD/ADHD. Many teachers are not aware of 
the fact that there is also processing-based 
distractibility which is learned and practiced 
through bad habits and can be trained to get 
better through specific remediation of those 
habits. The problem is that the child who is 



distractible usually never gets the chance to 
actually learn to deal with the distractibility. 

If the child is dealing with processing- 
based distractibility, this is the exact wrong 
tiling to do for that child. Of course, any logi- 
cal adult understands why a teacher needs to 
stop any acting-out behavior as soon as possi- 
ble for the sake of all of his/her students, so 
what I am suggesting here is improving the 
child's issue privately. Not during class time. 
The plain truth is, a child who is dealing with 
processing-based distractibility heeds prac- 
tice to learn to shut out the distractions or ig- . 
note the distractions rather than to be made 
used to a perfect unchanging situation. 

If a child learns to work well in a perfect 
situation, at some point, he will need to work 
in an imperfect situation and will experience •'• 
failure in the imperfect situation because he 
has never had the chance to practice in that 
imperfect situation. Rarely does life give us a 
perfect, non-distracting environment Kids 
need to be trained as young as possible how 
to survive and deal with a difficult situation or ■ 
a distracting situation and still stay on task. 

Children have to learn to work in an im- 
perfect world. One that has distractions and 
isn't completely blocking out stimuli. This 
training significantly improves on-task be- 
havior. It can be done. This is done through 
gently exposing the child to increasing 
amounts of distraction so that they can safely 
incorporate the things they need to do to ig- 
nore it and keep working. They leam how to 
attend through habit 

If a child does not improve completely 
(most have more improvements than not) 
you can be more sure of the fact that it might 
be biological and feel better about pursuing

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the medical route. This way, it becomes a 
rule-out thing. It's a real way to test it. I just 
like the idea that the child learns that his own 
strength and skill is what is helping him get 
better. It is a real powerful thing to watch and 
it works every time. 

I feel very lucky because I get to spend 
every day showing kids that the right kind of 
work and training is what makes them better. 
That they themselves make them better and 
not some outside source. That they have that 
self-control. Please, parents, be aware that 
some kids have a lot of energy and some kids 
cannot process enough things at once to be 
able to stay on task and some kids are looking 
for attention. By tackling the root causes of a 
child's attention and behavior problems — 
rather than masking the symptoms — parents 
can help their children begin to experience 
positive changes in their lives. Many forms of 



distractibility can be fixed without medica- 
tion. Please, for their sake, understand that 
there may be another way. For the kid's cre- 
ativity, spontaneity and future, I look forward 
to hearing from you. 

Note: The intention of this column is to 
promote better observation, differential diag- 
nosis and certainty about origin of dis- 
tractibility prior to determination of treat- 
ment. No one should ever remove a child 
from medication or start a child on a medica- 
tion without the close personal supervision of 
a physician.

By selecting American elm parent trees from 
the Cornell screening, researchers used trees to 
conduct controlled pollinations during the 
1960s. The survivors withstood many years in 
situation of severe disease and elm bark beetle 
pressure along with repeated inoculations of 
the fungus into the vascular system. The 
process was repeated for five successive years. 
Only those that survived and remained symp- 
tomless were declared resistant The American 
Liberty elm is the product of this intense re- 
search. / 

In 1983, ERI released the first trees to the 
public. It is the only native American elm that 
is street proven and comes with a ten warran- 
ty against Dutch elm disease. Each tree is 
tagged, numbered and entered on ERI's track- 
ing data base. Since then, over a quarter of a 
million elms have been planted in more than 
750 communities in 45 states. So far 60 trees 
have been lost to Dutch elm disease; a success 
rate of 99.98%

well in urban conditions; withstanding 
drought, salt and pollution. Liberty elms will 
grow in situations in which most species can- 
not. They grow rapidly, in fact, some trees have 
reached 25 ft. in 7 years. To insure high resis- 
tance, Liberty elms are meticulously cloned 
from the original parent stock, not grown from 
seed. 

The American Liberty elm is available only 
from Johnny Elmseed Regional Nurseries or di- 
rectly from ERI.

A. Subdivision Code Variations 

Pursuant to Section 105,1 10 of the Zoning Ordinance, Petitioner requests variances 
from the following technical provisions of the Subdivision Code: 

1. Section 152.016, Table of Minimum Standards for Street Design, Radii of 
Horizontal Curves. The radii of horizontal curves for the streets that are listed In 
the column identified as "Collector or Standard" in Tab M of this Petition are less 
than required by the Table of Minimum Standards. 

2. Section 152.016(0) regarding maximum length for dead-end streets (cul-de- 
sacs). The lengths of the seven dead-end streets (cul-de-sacs) listed in the col- 
umn identified as "Required Modifications" In Tab M of this Petition exceed the 
maximum lenglh permitted by Section 152.016(0). 

Variances from the foregoing provisions of the Subdivision Code are requested by 
Petitioner for the following reason. Strict compliance with the technical provisions of 
the Subdivision Code would make it difficult to design the Illustrative Plan in such a 
way as to protect a substantial amount of the natural features on the Subject Property. 
The natural features are unique to the site, and it Is the Petitioner's desire to preserve 
such features to the extent feasible. 

B. Zoning Ordinance Variations 

Petitioner filed its original Petition in this proceeding on January 28, 2000. On that 
date and during the time the original Petition was being considered by the Plan 
Commission, the minimum lot size in a Planned Unit Development pursuant to 
Section 150.10B(A)(3) of the Zoning Ordinance was 5,000 square feet. On June 5, 
2000, the Village Board amended Section 150.108(A)(3) to Increase (he minimum lot 
size In a Planned Unit Development to 6,600 square feet. This Amended Petition Is a 
revision of the original Petition but Is not a new zoning proceeding; the development 
project described, In the original Petition was simply withdrawn from the Village 
Board's consideration on the evening of June 19, 2000, pursuant to a letter from 
Christopher Lebting, Division Manager of Petitioner, to Timothy Wells, Village 
Administrator. Mr. Lebling's letter slated that Petitioner would make modifications to 
the development plan and resubmit It to the Plan Commission for review and 
approval. Therefore, the Zoning Ordinance In effect on January 28, 2000 Is applica- 
ble to this Amended Petition, and amended Section 150.108(A)(3) does not apply to 
this Amended Petition. Petitioner submits that, although some of the lots shown on the 



Illustrative Plan are between 6,000 square feet and 6,600 square feet, a variation Is 
not required because all lots are greater than 5,000 square feel In accordance with 
former Section 150.108(A)(3). 

However, If the Village concludes that Section 150.108(A)(3), as amended on 
June 5, 2000, Is applicable to this Amended Petition, Petitioner requests a variation 
pursuant to Section 150.1 10 ol the Zoning Ordinance to approve approximately 238 
lots of between 6,000 and 6,600 square fest In area. In support of this request, 
Petitioner stales as follows: 

1. The average lot size of all lots on the Illustrative Plan Is approximately 8,200 
square feet. 

2. Petitioner proposes lot sizes ranging from approximately 6,069 square feet to 
22,693 square feet, consistent with Section 150.108(A)(1)(a)(5) and (3)(b), as 
amended.

"The recent flooding on the Des 
Plaines River highlights the need to 
complete the Des Plaines River Flood 
Control Project," said Crane In a writ- 
ten statement. "It is a priority to com- 
plete this flood control project and 
give those threatened by flooding in 
eastern Lake County additional pro- 
tection." 

The Bill appropriated $400,000 
for planning, engineering and design 
work for Phase I of the Des Plaines 
River Project that encompasses 12 
Lake County communities (see 
chart). 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, along with Lake County's 
Stormwater Management 

Commission (SMC) and local spon- 
sors developed Phase I of the project 
as a result of the floods that hit the 
county in 1986-87. Flood damages 
back then totaled over $100 million, 
in contrast to the yearly average of 
$25 million in damages that are 
attributed to the upper Des Plaines 
River. 

According to SMC Executive 
Director Ward Miller, the $31.7 mil- 
lion flood control plan of Phase I is 
limited to structural flood control 
projects along the river, and only 
reduces the overall flood damage by 
25 percent Miller noted that Phase I 
has a total of six projects that will take 
approximately 10 years to complete. 

An additional $750,000 in the 
House Bill will be applied toward a 
feasibility study of Phase II of the pro- 
, ject Miller said Phase II will be a four- 
to-five year project that will address 
the remaining 75 percent of flood 
damages from Phase I. The study will 
cost $6 million, with half being paid 
through federal funds, and the 
remaining $3 million being split 
between state and local agencies. 
, , The Squaw ^Creek, project has 
$150,000 appropriated to continue its 
work of improving the water quality 
of the creek as well as reducing the 
threat of floods in the Round Lake 
and Long Lake communities.

PET TALK

The summer season is upon us - long hot days and bright summer sun. During this time of year, the temperature inside an automobile 
can quickly climb to over 100 degrees. Cars can be a potential death trap during the hot summer months for pets. It is best to leave 
your pet at home, but if you must take you pet with you in the car please do the following; open windows and vents as wide as possi- 
ble without providing an escape route. Check on your pet about every 10 minutes and provide your animal with fresh water. Watch 
for signs of heatstroke which may include excessive panting, rapid heartbeat, unusual behavior, warm dry skin and fever or vomiting. 
If your pet shows signs of heatstroke the body temperature must be lowered quickly. This can be done by immersion in water or 
spraying with a garden hose. You can also rub the pads of the feet with rubbing alcohol or by applying an icepack to the animals head 
and neck. Encourage the animal to drink, and call your vet immediately..

We found out Uter that a new employee, who never drank coffee, noticed 
the problem and decided to fix it by serving all of the coffee drinkers In 
the office. Since he came In early, he started brewing coffee before most 
people arrived, In both locations. During ihe day he checked to see if he 
could fill the pots. Soon others saw the value of his attitude and began fill- 
ing the empty pots. The grumbling stopped 1 was the person responsible 
for this area bul this new employee was the leader In this situation. 

Last year John C Maxwell released a book tided The 2 1 Indispensable 
QuaJj Upsqf a Leader (Nashville; Thomas Nelson, 1999.) hi dial book he 
devotes an entire chanter to leaching us that great leaders must be ser- 
vants. Chapter 19 Is devoted entirely to the quality of scrvanthood. (The 
chapters arc In alphabetic order by the name of the Quality, not In order 
of Importance) He stresses that "Scrvanthood Is not about position or 
skill. It's about attitude.*' The motivation for serranlhood must be an 
innate (or developed) caring attitude for others. 

Since the coffee, incident He noticed that those who choose to care 
far others and to serve them, usually have better interpersonal relation- 
ships than those who choose not to serve. They have better communica- 
tions skills because lliey are communicating on a much deeper level. 
They also have fewer problems at work, because people appreciate them. 
These are all side effects of the servant attitude, however, not the primary 
objective. The motivation always needs to be a love of other people or the 
acts of service will seem contrived

They were not very supportive, and looking back on the 
convcrsaiion, perhaps I was harsh. I could use the extra money, (hough. 
Do you think that 1 should leave this assignment? Do agencies remember 
their employees at Christmas?

Keep in mind that 
die company for which you arc on assignment, is nol looking at you as their 
employee. For you to be angry that you were passed over for a Christmas 
bonus at a company for which you were doing an assignment is wrong.

Hut in reality, you do not work directly for diem. As far as your agency Is 
concerned, I hope dial your call to them in anger did not cause loo much 
of a problem.
